— The depree of 
interest ninnifested in the Sarntopa Cup. thonph it 
Iiad Init two starters, is an indieation that tlie 
Ameriean i)ulilie favor trials of speed over a lonp 
distanee of pronnd. and are in entire sympathy with 
the .loek<>y (Unh in its endeavor to promote weipht- 
for-ape raeinp. 

It was unfortunate from a breediup standpoint 
that a pehlinp slionld have tx'en returned tlie vic- 
tor. but tlie fact remains that Exterminator is a 
fast and pame race horse and only fate prevented 
the Son of MctJee and Fair Empress from passinp 
on his (|ualities to posterity. His lineage is a blend 
of stout English and .Vmerican blo<xl; in fact, he 
has more sturdy native strains in his make-up 
than his rival. I’urchase, whose sire and dam are 
both by Phiplish horses. 

The fact that giddings will be ineligible for some 
of the most valuable- {wises of the -future will serve 
to increase the nnmlier of horses for stud pnri*oses 
tlirongbotit the emiiitry. Trainers in the past have 
been tempted to resort to i-astratioii beeanse geld- 
ings are easier to train than etitire horses, ami 
individuals of nneertain temper are imiiroved to 
disposition by lieing unsexed. Many gross liorser. 
whose legs will not withstand a severe campaign 
are made ttseful racing material by the cliatige. 

There is a strong umlereurront against the move- 
ment to bar tlie gelding from some of our In’st 
races, but one the whole the plan lias the indorse- 
ment of a majority of our most progressive turfmen, 
who believe that while the gelding has his sphere 
in racing, he has no right to participate in the 
greatest of the tests, whi<-h are given for the 
guidance of the hreeilers of the eouiitry. In steeido- 
••hasing tliey Iiave a field peculiarly their own. 

GELDINa UNKNOWN ABROAD. 

The gelding is unknown in many foreign eoiin- 
tries, and some .vears ago. when C. K. G. Hillings’ 

• hampion Irottcr I'hlan. was shown in Rus- 

sia. the breeders of that country were indignant 
at his s|ioliation, and wanted to know who had 
dared to deprive future generations of the qual- 
ities of such a splendid horse. Stallions and mares 
work in the same teams the year round in Russia. 
I'snge has made the males traetahle and it is a rare | 
thing to find a vicious liorsc. 

It is asserted hy some that many undesirable 
liorses will lie sent into public service under tlie 
new conditions, lint this contention is met with a 
statement tliat tlie situation will be handled by 
the exercise of a greater degree of care by all those 
who have to do with iin.v movement for general 
jmrpose horse improvement. There is no fear that 
]>oor siwcimens of the thorongbbred will find lludr 
way into tlie large iirivately conducted breeding 
<‘stablislimeiits. There is danger, however, that 
with the eouiitry at large tiirninp toward the horse 
of blood for its toil cross in the prcMliiclion of 
horses for remount and general utility intriHises 
sires that :we not desirable iiia.v lx* selected for 
service in rural communities. 

The solution of tliis problem would come tlirougli 
close suiiervision b.v either federal of state authori- 
ties. Tile .sort of inspection wliicli the remount 
. eommlssion and the breeding • bureau of tlie .Toekey 
Cliilt are exercising at tlie present time would seem 
to insure uihsiuafe protection to tlie farmers and 
breeders of the eouiitry. 

Tlie present day demand for stallions of the l.vpe 
needed at the remount stations of the federal 
government is insistent and memlM'rs of the eom- 
mission having in eliarge tlieir selection are un- 
eeasinp in llieir searcli for tlie riplit t.vpe. Sueli 
exi>erls as Tliomas lliteheoek and F. .Vmlirose Clark 
have seleeti-d one in five on an average, and as a 
result ITiele Sam’s lireeding venture lias liegun aus- 
piciously. 

The fact that there has been but little money 
available for the piireliase of giMid horses lias made 
the lash of the eonimission exceedingly difficult, 
and most of the lK‘.st horses sectired to dale have 
iK-en gifts from breeders and turfmen in sympatliy 
with tlie movement, and also from tlie .locke.v Cliili, 
wliose eliaifinaii. August Helmont, gave the nuch-iis 
of wlmt is now tlie Front Royal Slml in Yirgir.ia. 
Given an ii|iiiroiiriation such as Count lyhnorff of 
tlie Ko.viil rnissian Stud liad at liis disposal and 
the rest would be easy, as there arc horses racing 
cver.v ilay on ni"troiiolitan courses that would lw> 
ideal for the purpo.se.

BIG BAND or THREE-YEAR-OLDS NOW ELIGIBLE 
TO TAKE PART NEXT MONTH IN THE 
FIRST RUNNING OF THE S50M0 

Latonia Championship Stakes 



That the world is full of hopeful people is well illustrated by the fact that 157 three- 
year-olds have been left undeclared from the Latonia Championship Stakes. How many can 
be expected to go to the post in the first running of this valuable race next month is a 
question of moment. Eternal, War Pennant, Dunboyne, Lord Brighton, Vindex and prob- 
ably Questionnaire can be depended upon as certain starters, if all goes well with them in 
their preparation. In one way and another these all have racing credentials justifying their 
participation in the big race, concerning which much has already been written, and concern- 
ing which much more, wise and otherwise, will be written before the fateful day of deci- 
sion arrives. That half dozen named could furnish a great race without another addition, 
but the great values — first, second and third — to be raced for, with the fourth to save its 
stake, will be factors to induce others being sent to take their chances. Obviously, the 
great majority of the eligibles have not the ghost of a chance to win, but there are certain 
racing considerations attaching to Mad Hatter, Batter Cake, The Boy, Natural Bridge, Ophe- 
lia, Balustrade, Ginger, Cirrus, Star Hampton, Vancouver, Rodgers, Uncle White, King Plau- 
dit, The Young Cavalier, Vulcanite. Gath, War Zone, Linden and Sway suggestive of from 
fifteen to twenty starters. It may happen that there are a few “dark” eligibles which have 
been reserved for this one race and are undergoing special training for it alone. As matters 
stand now Eternal seems the natural favorite. With weight in his favor he trimmed Pur- 
chase beautifully in extremely fa.st time in his last race, and is receiving the grand polish 
for Latonia’s big attraction. But a mile and three-quarters is a problem in itself, and who 
can say which of the many eligibles will prove best qualified to stay this route under hi|h 
pressure? In the meantime the date of running of the race is but little more than a 
month distant, and here Daily Racing Form presents its readers with the list of eligibles, 
with the suggestion that in some cases there have been changes in ownership:

.attended hy a disiinalifieation following the vietor.v 
of Over There, wliich was easily best. When going 
into the lead under a call on the far tarn. Over 
There interfered with Dunbo.vne and Thunderstorm, 
tlien racing into an easy lead, held Vexatious safe 
to the end. Following a claim of foul hy the riders 
of Dunbo.vne and Thunderstorm, all the riders were 
interrogated and. after a long discussion hy the 
stewards, the numbers came down and the race was 
given to Vexations. It was an excellent and fast 
nin race, cutting down the prerions trai'k record 
of 2:.*)1 b.v tlir*‘c and two-fifths seconds. Vex.itions 
is tlio first of tier sex to be enrolled in the list of 
Realizatiun winners. 

W. R. foe’s giMXl filly fleopatra won tho 
f hampagne Stakes. Avorth ^S:j.."i7.'i net to the winni-r. 
Collided with David Ilnrnm, she was greatl.v in de- 
mand li.v the siM'culators. I’pset, eonnled with Dr. 
Clark, an added starter, XA*as the II. P. Whitney 
piitr.v and this entry at all times ruled a slight 
faA'orite. Captain .\lcock was tlie early pacemaker, 
Cleopatra racing up to him aiiont a qniiater of .a 
mile from the finish. From there on slie witlistood 
a resolute and long maintained ehalleiige from I'p.set. 
Avinning by t\A‘o lengths. Avith I’pset second and his 
staldmnatp. Dr. Clark, third. 

The aliening race, Avhic'i was for tAvo-year-olds, 
fell to tiie AAell snpiKirted Xeddam, Avith Padriae 
second. ’I'he Avinner displayed a great tarn of 
spi'od and led throiighont. 

Rhomb acisiniited for the steeplechase b.A* a short 
margia. Skilihereen and Reddest both Avere AA'eakl.v 
ridden at the finish. 

Mary Helle aa-ou tlie fifth from Pielor and Grapliic. 
Avith Clara Martin, the favorite, running a dull 
race. 

PERFECT DAY FOR MR. COE SPOILED. 

The disqnalitieation of Over There from the Law- 
rence Realiz.ition spoiled a iK'rfect day for Mr. 
W. R. Coe. Xobod.v regretted having to take ac- 
tion against the handsome Euglisli-hred colt more 
than the steAvards. avIio Avere rampelled t<i act un- 
der tlie rules, as the testimon.v of the patrol judges 
and jockeys Loftus nml Ambrose pro\'<*d the guilt 
of Fairbrother. 

Cleopatra. Avinner of the Champagne Stakes, cost 
Mr. Coe $4.1tNI as a yearling avIm-ii pureliased at the 
sale of .vearliags from the stud of Mr. .\. H. Han- 
eoik. Mr. llancoik IsMiglit her dam Galilee abroad 
ill foal to Corcyra. a son of Pol.vmelus. and he iioaa' 
oAViis the matron. It is rare to have sueli luck as 
to secure two sm-h fillies as Constaiu-.v ami Cleo- 
patra tliroiigh tlie medium of pureliases abniad and 
Hie turf Avill Iw enrietied b.v tlie presence of these 
.Aoiiug man's, after their racing da.vs are over. 
Cleopatra is a genuine type of a stayer ami may 
Is- hard to heat in the fill.v races over a considerable 
distance of ground in 1920. 

T!ie stewards of tlie Steepleeliase Association. 
Messrs. Vonstade, Page. Hull and Helmont. AA’cre 
dissatislied with tlie cross- eon ntr.v race wliich Avas 
AA'oii by Rliomli and. .after hearing the jockeys nml 
two of the trainers, tlie.v gaA'e orders to refuse the 
fnrtlier entries of lieildest and sns'iemled ids rider. 
Uoaa;;U. Tliey also referred the case of liotli jiH-ke.v 
and liorse to the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association for further action. 

Major Helmont, Avho AA-as at the track for the first 
time tliis year, aa-.-is greatly pleased Avith tlie size 
ami character of the attendance. 

Mr. Coe was not at Helmont Park to see the 
Realization, lieiiig in Wyoming at his ranch. Two 
dispatches Avere sent to him at Cody, one annonuc- 
iiig tlie victory of Over Tliere in tlie Realization and 
tlie other tlie iicavs of tlie disqualification. Over 
'riiere Avas one of the seventeen yearlings boiiglit 
from tlie Sledmere Stud of Sir JIark Sykes two 
.vears ago and tlie disqualilieHtion will be a great 
bloAV to -Mr. Coe. It marked the first disqnaliliea- 
tion in the liistory of tlie Realization and is only 
paralleled b.v tlie disi|iiaIifii'ation of Craganonr from 
the Epsom Derb.v some years ago. 

Tliere is going to he quite a sliortage of horses 
on tlie Ixing Island tiiieks, judging from a canvass 
of the stables at all tlie near-b.v courses. Ea’ci 
since tlie opening at Hilmont Park secretary Reli- 
iM-rger has liad a liard time filling races, and at tlie 
close, of Helmont Park quite u nnmlier of horses 
here Avill move to Maryland. 'I'lie stables at Aque- 
duct are scarcely filled, though imlleations point
